FIRE CHIEF'S REPORT 


The Firemen have continued their drills throughout the summer. They 
were on practice runs once a week. Colrain followed the general pattern 
in this area with few fires. Our most serious fire was at the Ned 
Moseley Residence where a two-car garage was destroyed, seriously 
threatening the house. We also had eight chimney fires and one Mutual 
Aid Call to Leyden, plus three grass fires. We were also called to pump 
10 cellars during the early Fall Flood. 


Now that Colrain is on dial phones it has become more difficult to 
place fire calls. Your Fire Department is doing everything possible to 
insure the fastest handling of fire alarms. In case of a fire, dial the Fire 
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Phone Number. Do not dial my personal phone. We have been able to 
get 24 hour coverage by installing four of these fire phones in town. 
When you dial the fire number all four phones ring. 


This past year we purchased night suits for the firemen, giving them 
better protection and allowing a faster response to night fires. 


The new high-pressure truck should be delivered sometime in Janu- 
ary. The Tri-State Mutual Aid System is being equipped with two-way 
radio. This service required the curtailment of the purchase of hose and 
other needed equipment this year. Colrain was very fortunate to have 
this money on hand to install the radio equipment. Most of the towns 
had depleted their appropriation and had to have additional money ap- 
propriated. 


This next year we would like to purchase hose for the new truck, 
and if possible the hose dryer and washer. 


The firemen feel they should be paid for their drills. It is hard to 
get enough men who are willing to put their time in for nothing. We 
seem to be the only town department that works for nothing. 


With Kendall Mills paying their Fire Brigade for drills, and Shel- 
burne Falls paying their firemen by the year, it has become very difficult 
- to get the men to continue drilling. These drills are necessary to have 
a Department with well-trained Firemen. This past year we were cited 
by the Civilian Defense Director for having a Fire Department as well 
trained as any town of comparable size in Western Massachusetts. We 
have lost three firemen who have moved and we are in need of more 
recruits. I feel that by continued sound economy in the Fire Department 
we will be able to accomplish the above recommendations without any 
increase in the fire appropriation. 


There has been an alarming number of fires in the state, caused by 
faulty oil burners. The State Fire Marshall is requiring the re-examina- 
tion of all oil burner installers. I would like to stress the importance 
of periodical cleaning and adjusting of your oil burning equipment. It 
is unlawful to operate an oil burner without ‘a permit, and also unlawful 
for oil dealers to deliver oil where there is no permit. The State Fire 
Marshall is pressing for strict enforcement of these rules. 


In closing I would like to thank the citizens of Colrain for their 
cooperation during the past year. We are looking forward to more of 
the married men in Colrain Center joining the Fire Department; we 
should have 20 active members.

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REPORT *OF* THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


Under the auspices of the Board of Health, which has continued te 
function in its usual manner, the annual clinic was held and the children 
attending were given immunizing doses of toxoid for diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough and tetanus. The cooperation on the part of the parents con: 
tinues to be gratifying as manifested by their attendance to this clinic. 
It is this type of cooperation that will help keep our children from 
becoming victims of these diseases, and will also help to keep our town 
at the top of the list in this county, as far as the percentage of immunized 
children is concerned. 


During the year there has been a variable number of communicable 
diseases reported, including mumps, measles, chicken pox, scarlet fever 
and poliomyelitis. The Salk Vaccine Program for the immunization of 
the first and second grade children in our school against poliomyelitis, 
was started in May. These children were given their first injection on 
May 27th. Further injections were deferred until early winter. During 
the summer this community had an unusually high incidence of poliomye- 
litis prevail. This, however, was not unusual to the area as the entire 
state saw about the largest outbreak of poliomyelitis that has ever oc- 
curred. We hope the residents of the town will continue to report the 
contagious diseases in their homes. This type of cooperation is very 
helpful to the Board. 


‘The pre-school children’s Health Conference was conducted as usual 
and at this time we hereby extend our thanks to the members of the 
Parent Teachers’ Association who were so helpful in conducting this 
Conference.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 

Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year ending 
December 31, 1955. 

A total of 413 books haye been added to the Library during the year. 
We have purchased 222 books, 79 adult fiction, 54 non-fiction, 52 juvenile 
fiction, 25 non-fiction and 12 reference. We have received as gifts 191 
books from the following donors: Mr. Mabel Litchfield, Mrs. Frank 
Stetson, Mrs. Evelyn Pennegar, Miss Eugenia Parker, Denmark, Me., 
Mrs. Louise Johnson, Clarke Maynard, Richard and Clara Winston, Mrs. 
Charles Mayer, Donald Greason, Mrs. Carl Sewall, Reid Baker, Congre- 
gational Woman’s Society and Miss Grace Donelson, from whose private 
library we were the recipient of 73 books. We have discarded 254 books. 

Library circulation was 5,514, adult 2,538, juvenile 2,976 an increase 
ofabout 450. Bookmobile circulation was 4,427, adult 2,035, juvenile 2,392 
making a total circulation of books and magazines 9,941. 

There has been an increase in the reading for Book Certificates, a 
total of 157 Five-book and 18 Honor Certificates having been awarded 
to the children as follows: Grade IV, 20 Five-book and 3 Honor, Grade 
V, 56 Five-book and 4 Honor, Grade VI, 68 Five-book and 11 Honor and 
Grade VIII, 13 Five-book. 

The Book Committee has continued to meet monthly and has tried 
to meet he needs of the public in selecting as many different types of 
books ‘as possible. These include books on rug making, weaving, paint- 
ing and photography. 

Open House, sponsored by the Public Relations Committee, was held 
at the Library in April and was attended by over fifty adults and children. 
Mr. Charles De Grasse, regional librarian, and Miss Gwendolyn Vannah, 
children’s specialist, spoke on the purposes and services of the Regional 
Library and led a panel discussion. This was followed by a colored movie 
on nature. This was the first public gathering since the new lighting was 
installed and which has been appreciated by all using the Library. 

We have had exhibitions of paintings by Mrs. Alice Gammell and 
Marshall Looman and both brought forth much favorable comment. 

In October the former Miss Lois Call spoke to an audience of over 
fifty interested people when she gave a description and showed colored 
slides of the European trip which she took last summer. This was also 
sponsored by the Public Relations Committee. 

One morning was given to the eighth grade pupils of Central School 
who came in two groups for an hour’s session each. The Librarian in- 
structed them in the use of the Library, locating books of different types 
and using the card catalog. This proved to be a worth while project. 

A story hour for the first four grades of Central School was con- 
ducted by Miss Gwendolyn Vannah during Book Week and new children’s 
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books were on display ‘at that time. In December Miss Vannah gave Book 
Reviews to grades five through eight and met with a good response. 

Mrs. Carl Sewall has had charge of the Bulletin Board and its bi- 
weekly arrangement has shown much careful thought on her part. 

The magazine files in the basement have been re-arranged and plainly 
marked to make them more easily accessible for reference. 

We are indebted to Scotty’s Esso Station and King and Thompson's 
Market for five hundred Book Marks which are much appreciated. 
In many respects we feel that the Library has had a successful year.

Report of School Superintendent 


I hereby submit my fifth annual report as Superintendent of the 
Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne Schools. 
ORGANIZATION OF THE LOCAL SCHOOL UNION 
SCHOOL COMMITTEES 


Each of the towns of Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne have three 
members on their local school committee. These committees meet 
once each month, or more often when necessary. While each school 
committee has full authority over all school programs, functions. and 
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activities, most school committees assume the responsibility of policy 
making, and leave the administration of a school system to the super- 
intendent of schools, school principals, and teachers. However, it is 
the responsibility of all school administrators to derive their authority 
from the school committee. An individual committee member cannot 
make a decision outside of a regular school committee meeting which 
is binding on the remaining members of the committee. 


The Joint School Committee is the combination of the school 
committees of Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne. They must meet at 
least once each year, according to state law. They may meet more 
often when necessary. It is the responsibility of the Joint School 
Committee to employ a Superintendent of Schools and fix his salary. 


The Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne School Committee has as- 
sumed further responsibilities, namely: 


1. Approval of a school calendar for the year 
. Approval of salary schedules 

. Approval of school personnel policies 

. To determine salaries of supervisors 

. To determine salaries of school office clerks 
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These latter policies are not binding on any individual committee 
unless they are approved at a regular meeting. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The Superintendent of Schools is the executive officer of the three 
school committees. He is a person who should have had experience 
and training in the field of education. He is the person who should 
advise and counsel the committee on educational matters. The super- 
intendent should be responsible for the program of studies, he should 
keep the board informed about modern educational practices, he should 
keep records and accounts, make such reports as required by law, 
recommend teachers to the school committee, textbooks, courses of 
study, and issue employment certificates. 


The Superintendent of Schools has the responsibility of super- 
vision of the educational program, supervision of custodial care of 
buildings, supervision of transportation. He is the executive officer of 
vocational education, and supervisor and administrator of the school 
lunch program. He is the liaison officer between the local school com- 
mittee and the State Department of Education. With the help of the 
school committee he prepares the annual budget, supervises expendi- 
tures, and helps with the annual reports. 


THE SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Each building or school unit has its own principal. In the case of 
the elementary school units, grades one to eight, a teaching principal 
is in charge of each building. He is responsible for the administration 
and supervision of his particular unit. He works with pupils, teachers, 
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and parents, with delegated authority from the School Committee and 
the Superintendent of Schools. The principal is responsible for the 
internal organization of the school as well as playground and extra 
curricular activities. In relationship to problems directly concerned 
with his unit he makes decisions and plans in cooperation with the 
teachers and the pupils, and with the approval of the Superintendent 
of Schools and School Committee. 


THE TEACHERS 


In our school union there are a total of forty-seven teachers. If 
we add to this number the school custodians, school nurses, physician 
and cafeteria personnel we have a total of sixty-six people who are 
directly concerned with the education program of the three com- 
munities. It is rather difficult for any organization to function without 
some direction and without supplies to carry out their individual plans. 
The teachers, as we all know, work most directly with our pupils. They 
also work most directly with parents. Next to the mother or father 
the classroom teacher is the person who works more hours with your 
child than any other individual. She is the one with whom every parent 
should at some time during each school year consult. Parents should 
not wait until the child is in difficulty for this consultation, but make 
a definite after-school appointment to talk about their child. 


OTHER SCHOOL PERSONNEL 


The Superintendent of School’s office is staffed by a full time 
clerk eleven months of the year. She has an assistant two half days 
each week, or more often when necessary. It is the duty of the clerk 
to assist the superintendent of schools with records, correspondence, 
working certificates for people under twenty-one years of age, and to 
have charge of the telephone and appointments for the superintendent 
of schools. 


Each school is under the care of a school custodian. He is the 
person who is directly responsible for keeping your child’s school home 
safe, clean, warm, and sanitary during the school year. The school 
custodian’s job does not end at the close of school in June. He is on 
duty twelve months of the year exclusive of a regular two weeks vaca- 
tion. Some of the custodians do not avail themselves of this regular 
two weeks vacation. His job is most important for a well functioning 
school. The hours are sometimes long and irregular during the cold 
winter months. 


Each school also has a cafeteria manager who is responsible for 
the preparation of balanced meals, ordering of food, collection and 
counting of cafeteria funds, and the keeping of accounts for her unit. 
There are generally one or more assistants to help the cafeteria mana- 
ger depending upon the number of meals served. 


The school physician and the school nurse are also most important 
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people in our organization. The school physician gives a physical 
examination to each child either every year or every other year which- 
ever the case might be. He is the person with whom the school nurse 
may consult in case of serious health problems. 


The school nurse has charge of helping the physician with physical 
examinations, keeping the records, consulting with parents on health 
problems, referring children to clinics, annual examination of the 
eyes and ears of all the children. She is the person with whom the 
teachers consult in case of epidemic or individual pupil health prob- 
lems. Her job also includes many telephone and personal consultations 
with parents outside the regular school hours. 


ACHIEVEMENT TESTS 


Each year standardized achievement tests are administered 
throughout the grades. This is one method used in evaluating our 
total school program. According to national averages we are on a 
par, and sometimes exceed these averages. It would be futile to pre- 
sume that we are being successful with all children in our schools. 
However, we are doing a better than average job. We very seldom 
hear about the children who are achieving two, three, and even some- 
times five years above the average child of their age. It is always the 
ones who are making slow progress that we discuss. These above 
average children are the neglected children of our school system in 
this country today. We read about special classes for the below aver- 
age children but we have very few special classes for the above aver- 
age children. A trend throughout the country today is the considera- 
tion of special classes for the above average children as well as for 
the below average. 


During the past year the teacher’s salary schedule was revised. 
The beginning teaching salary has been raised from $2,500.00 to 
$2,800.00. It was impossible to get teachers at the former figure. Itis © 
doubtful that $2,800.00 can remain a beginning salary figure for a 
very long time. The yearly increments were increased from $100.00 
each year to $200.00 during the first three years of service. This was 
done in an attempt to hold beginning teachers, particularly at the high 
school level, for a longer period of time. It appears that if we are to 
be fair with our older and experienced teachers we must also raise the 
maximum salary. In order to keep in line with nearby towns of com- 
parable population this maximum should be raised to $4,500.00. 


School budgets have increased as have the costs of food, new cars, 
television sets, etc. One thing in our economy cannot remain stagnant 
while other goods and services continue to rise. 


As this is being written it appears that the voters will have an 
opportunity to vote on the Regional School Planning Board’s recom- 
mendations before this report is printed. We cannot jeopardize the 
safety of some of our children in improper school facilities much long- 
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er. The longer the delay, the greater the hazard, and the greater the 
costs. The Regional School Planning Board has labored many months, 
given hours of valuable time and serious thought to their proposals. 
As your democratically appointed committee they deserve your sup- 
port. 


Schools in our Commonwealth cost money. However, the follow- 
ing figures would seem to indicate that a great deal more money could 
be spent on education.

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Report of Principal of 
Colrain Central School 


I herewith submit my third annual report as principal of the 
Colrain Central School. 


School opened September 2nd with a registration of 247 distribut- 
ed by grades as follows. Grade I (83), with Mrs. Alyce Streeter as 
teacher; Grade II (80), with Mrs. Muriel Miller as teacher; Grade III 
(83), with Mrs. Ruby Root as teacher; Grade IV (30), with Mrs. 
Lyndal Denison as teacher; Grade V (89), with Mrs. Dorothy Quinn 
as teacher; Grade VI (29), with Mrs. Marian Byron as teacher; Grade 
VII (81), with Raymond Amnott as teacher; Grade VIII (22), witn 
Mrs. Gertrude Streeter as teacher. Mrs. Helen Carpenter is our 
teacher of corrective reading. We are fortunate with our faculty in 
that they have been with us for several years. They have become 
acquainted with the children and can better adjust the class curriculum 
to fit their needs. 


Mr. George Call does an outstanding job as custodian of our build- 
ing. We are proud of our school plant and of the way George keeps 
it clean and comfortable. 


That our cafeteria is still popular is attested to by the fact that 
over 200 children take their noon meal there. Mrs. Marian Call is our 
dietician, assisted by Mrs. Natalie Worden and Mrs. Everett Coutu. 


It is generally understood that children go to school for the pur- 
pose of learning how to read, write, and do arithmetic. However, true 
education covers many other phases of training. In order to get this 
type of education efficiently, a child must be healthy. The physical 
well-being of our children is very capably looked after by our school 
physician, Dr. John Olson, and our school nurse, Mrs. Hazel Piekwell. 
The children in grades I, V, and VIII are given a thorough physical 
examination by Dr. Olson. The parents are notified of any defects so 
that corrective measures may be undertaken. 


A great step in the physical well-being of our children was 
launched on May 27, 1955, when the children of grades I and II were 
given the first of a series of three vaccinations for infantile paralysis 
commonly called “polio.” The second in the series was given in Novem- 
ber 1955, and the third will be given at a later date. I firmly believe 
that we may look forward to the time when this dreaded scourge of 
childhood will be controlled by means of vaccination much the same 
as smallpox, diphtheria, and other diseases. Our sehool was made sad 
by the fact that one of our members, Carol Purington, was stricken 
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with polio. We extend our sympathy to Carol’s family and to Carol 
our hopes and prayers for a complete recovery. 


Our dental hygiene program is progressing fairly well. With the 
help of Miss Genevieve Ely, State Dental Hygienist, our children are 
made aware of the importance of good oral health habits. Many chil- 
dren have responded to this phase of health education and have had 
proper dental attention. However, many more have need of dental 
correction and we hope that this situation may be corrected in the near 
future. 


Again this year the seventh and eighth grades are holding a series 
of socials. The enjoyment at these socials has been increased greatly 
because of square dance lessons provided by our local P.T.A. with Fred 
Walker of Shelburne Falls as instructor. We are grateful to the 
P.T.A. for their kindness, cooperation, and help in this part of our 
school activity. 


In general our school progress is satisfactory. In spite of adverse 
criticisms offered by current publications, I believe we are doing a 
good job of teaching in our schools. The record that our children 
make as they go to higher institutions is fairly conclusive proof of 
this fact. 


Again, I feel that schools cannot take all the credit for what our 
children learn. Some of the best teaching is carried out in the home. 
Indeed, education is a cooperative affair carried on by the home, the 
school, the church, and the community at large. 


To our homes, churches and community, to our superintendent of 
schools and school committee, I wish to extend my thanks for help in 
solving our school problems. 


To an excellent group of teachers who are striving at all times to 
do the best teaching job possible, my humble gratitude for helping to 
make our school a “functional institution of learning.”

Report of Principal of 
Arms Academy 


I submit herewith my second annual report as Principal of Arms 
Academy. 


This report is to consist of two parts. The first is a listing of 
national problems of education because we, as a community, do not 
exist by ourselves. What is good or bad for the country as a whole 
affects us in a like manner. We are not interested in being “average,” 
but in providing the best possible start in life for each of our children. 
It is, therefore, important that we understand, or at least recognize, 
the broad problems of education, so that we can better do our own job. 
Ask any of our young people what education means to them when they 
join the services, enter college, apply for a job at Millers Falls Tool, 
or even look for a position in their own community. As one boy said 
on returning from his basic training in the Air Force: “I didn’t realize 
what a high school education could mean. I got some choice because I 
have a high school diploma. More than half of my Flight of sixty 
didn’t have diplomas and they got all of the poorest jobs. I wish I had 
at least two years of college.” This is an example of the need in our 
local school system for a sound program that will fit national require- 
ments. 


The second part of this report deals with the changes effected 
during the past year. These were made in an effort to improve the 
quality of education at Arms Academy in each of its departments. A 
school is never perfect and can never “stand still” in a society such as 
we now live in. 


NATIONAL PROBLEMS: (Do you recognize any of them?)— 
1. The supply of competent teachers is inadequate. We lack 100,- 
000 now, and 800,000 by 1960. 


2. Salaries for good teachers are not enough to meet competition 
from other fields, and many leave. The F. B. I. pays more by $382.00 
per year for a beginning typist than we pay for the teacher who 
teaches the typist. 


3. Buildings are old, unsafe, inadequate, expensive to maintain, 
and not enough space is available. This may remind our citizens of 
a problem. 


4, There is great unrest concerning the quality of education, 
which in turn involves the areas which are to be, or should best be, 
handled by the school, the community, the home, and the church. 

5. Colleges and other schools of advanced training will become 
much more selective as members increase. The prospective student 
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must have quality of education and must apply himself to his work 
more diligently. A score of 500 on the College Entrance Board Ex- 
amination may be the lowest score at which a student will be accepted. 


6. Business is demanding a high school education, and insists on 
quality. What standards are you willing to accept for the school and 
for your child? 


7. The tax support for education must be increased. On a national 
basis we spend 1.5% of our income on education, but nearly 12% on 
defense. At the local level we spend less than 35% of our tax dollar 
on education. The big problem lies in the fact that now 75% of our 
tax dollar goes to the Federal Government, but only 25% went to 
Washington thirty years ago. 


8. Shall the Federal Government help with the financial support 
of schools, and if so can it be done without Federal control? 


CHANGES AT ARMS ACADEMY—1955: 


1. Added courses: Spanish I, Advanced Modern History, non- 
laboratory Chemistry, Business Law, Business Mathematics, Office 
Practice (a revised course); and a change from Vocational Shop to 
Industrial Arts. 


2. Chemistry and Physics are now being taught every year in- 
stead of alternate years. This should be particularly helpful to any 
student wishing to transfer to another high school or who might have 
a special problem of scheduling while at Arms. 


38. Those students who may wish to go to some school beyond high 
school, or who are not taking the prepartory course, are being encour- 
aged to take courses in mathematics and science beyond their regular 
programs. 


4. Every student must take at least one year of mathematics be- 
fore graduation. 


5. The marking system has been revised to make four levels of 
passing grades and one of failure. Each level is a bit more difficult 
than in the past—for example, the A is more difficult by three per- 
centage points. 


6. Several changes were made in the physical plant: (1) The main 
room in the Academy Building has been divided to make two adequate 
classrooms; (2) the Household Arts department has been moved to 
two adjoining basement rooms in the Science Building, making it more 
convenient and efficient for a one-teacher department; (3) mechanical 
drawing is now on the second floor of the Science Building, and the 
language classroom is on the top floor; (4) the old auditorium in the 
Science Building is now a cafeteria where we feed about 260 a day, 
plus a Study Hall six periods a day; (5) new fluorescent lights have 
been, or are being added to the typing and sewing rooms and to the 
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Study Hall; (6) several rooms were painted, to add to the general 
attractiveness of the Science Building. 

There are a great many problems in education that parents and 
citizens should discuss with teachers. These are problems that require 
understanding and thoughtful action. This can best be done by your 
attendance at the meetings of the Arms P.T.A.

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MUSIC SUPERVISOR'S REPORT 


I feel that the music program in the schools has been successful 
in most respects during the past year. This program is one which 
calls for gradual growth and development in skills and understanding. 
It is not a rapid growth, and skills are developed only through much 
repetition and a lot of experience. 


I am grateful to the School Committee for obtaining new and 
modern music text books. They have added considerably to the pupil’s 
interest. 


The tonette program in the fourth grade continues to flourish and 
seems to be very popular with the boys and girls. 


There are at present 70 students: Buckland 22, Colrain 30, Shel- 
burne 18, taking instrumental lessons. In most cases they are making 
satisfactory progress, but I feel that many of them could do better by 
more regular and concentrated practice. Success can come only 
through hard work. I feel that the final result is well worth the time 
spent to acquire skill on one’s instrument. I would appreciate any help 
from parents relative to this matter of regular practice. I am happy 
to report that we had a Union Elementary Band of about 25 pieces 
which performed very well at the graduations. A similar program is 
being carried out this year. I would welcome any new students who 
would like to learn to play an instrument. I have particular need for 
the following instruments: (1) trombones, (2) basses, (3) baritone 
horn, and (4) trumpets. 


The Arms Academy Band has 40 members at present. Of this 
number 14 are Colrain students, 18 Buckland, and 13 Shelburne. 


The band participated in the following events during the past 
year: all football games, Booster Day Rally, Franklin County Fair, 
Senior Play, Basketball Tournament at Amherst, Western Massachu- 
setts Music Festival, Memorial Day (Colrain), the Annual Spring Con- 
cert, and Graduation. 


The Junior Band continues to practice weekly to get ready for 
advancement into the Senior Band. 


The twirlers, have as usual, been very active. Once again, they 
have done fine work during the year. Their appearance has been 
greatly enhanced by new uniforms. 


The Arms Chorus has well over 100 members and has done fine 
work in their public appearances. Two of the chorus members par- 
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ticipated in the All State Chorus and we hope to have more partici- 
pants this year. 


For the continued support of the teachers, school officials, and 
townspeople, I am grateful.

ART SUPERVISOR'S REPORT 


I hereby submit my annual report as Supervisor of Art of the 
Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne schools. 


In preparing my report I have used the book “Creative and Mental 
Growth” by Viktor Lowenfeld. I hope this report will prove of value 
to parents and townspeople and help in understanding the different 
stages young people pass through in the world of art. 


Scribbling Stage, age 2% to 4. 

Scribbling is the child’s expression of his desire for motor co-ordina- 
tion. In the beginning, uncontrolled scribbling shows the child’s 
enjoyment and need for aimless playing. The child through repetition 
assures himself of his ability to control his motions in scribbling, in 
eating, and in other activities. A child’s expression changes from a 
thinking in terms of motions to that of images. Now he plays by 
using sticks for airplanes, cubes for locomotives, etc. 


If a child is disturbed in his scribbling by impositions like tracing 
and coloring books, he usually becomes frustrated emotionally because 
he could not compete with the pattern; physically, because he did not 
obtain motor control. 


Pre-Schematic Stage, age 5 to 7. 
First conscious relationship to form. The child discovers the relation- 
ship between his creative work and form. Any relationship may serve 
for the child’s expression. The child draws only what is emotionally 
significant to him. “My daddy is a big man; he has a head and two 
big legs—my drawing has a head and two big legs”; therefore, “this 
drawing is my daddy.” 


As the child’s emotional relationships change, his concepts change. 
When adult behavior or standards are imposed upon the child he, un- 
able to understand them, may resort to rigid expression. 


Schematic Stage, age 7 to 9. 
Discovery of form concept. The child discovers his individual concept 
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of himself and his environment. Satisfied with his concept of a man 
or an object, the child repeats it again and again but with differences 
depending upon the emotional content of the experience. 


The child’s conscious relationship between himself and his environ- 
ment is expressed in the use of the base-line: “I’m on the lawn. John 
is on the lawn. The tree is on the lawn. We are all on the lawn.” 
This is his first ‘““mass-consciousness.” 


Space and time are often drawn simultaneously, inside and out- 
side, top view and side view, because both are significant for the child. 
The child easily takes over the scheme of others like patterns and then 
repeats stereotyped forms. Thus, he becomes dependent in his think- 
ing, inflexible and uncreative. 


Gang Stage, age 9 to 11. 


This is the discovery of social independence. The drive for working 
in a group expresses itself in the desire for the cooperation with 
others. Group work, therefore, stands in the center of creative pro- 
cesses. As a member of a gang the child becomes aware of himself 
and the differences between boys and girls. This awareness also re- 
flects a greater consciousness of environment. 


The child who has been given no encouragement in group work 
will forcefully use his newly won social awareness in destructive 
gangs. His creative work reflects this opposition by lack of spatial 
correlation and stiff and tense representation. 


Reasoning Stage, age 11 to 13. 


The child has become aware of his intellect yet he still plays like a 
child. The non-visually minded child concentrates at expression. The 
child, more critically aware of his environment, now becomes interested 
also in his final product. The visually minded child becomes conscious 
of what he sees. 


Since changes during the forthcoming stage of adolescence affect 
the child in his physical, mental and emotional growth, this stage is 
especially important because the child needs conditioning to these 
changes. 


If the child’s freedom of expression is opposed by the imposition 
of visual stimuli only or non-visual stimuli only, the child escapes into 
meaningless skills. He has found no satisfactory outlet and often seeks 
it in destructive patterns. He will not face the crisis of adolescence 
properly. 


Adolescence Stage, ages 13 — 
The difference in imagery can best be seen in the differences of how 
children and adults play; children play for the play sake, transferring 
a pencil into an airplane. If adults would do this they would be con- 
sidered insane. The child’s drawing also is uncontrolled. The adolescent 
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becomes critically aware of his creative product. The distinct groups 
can be seen. 

The visually minded: appearances fascinate him; he feels as a 
spectator looking at things. 

The non-visually minded: expressions of which he feels a part 
become of his art experience. There are many gradations between 
the two types. 

If the visually minded child is forced to express non-visual experi- 
ences and the non-visually minded to express visual experiences, they 
will become frustrated and lose confidence in their own ability for self- 
expression. 

I wish to thank the teachers for their support and the parents, 
pupils and townspeople for their continued cooperation.

SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


The usual weights and measures of all children have been taken, 
assisted by the teachers. The audiometer tests were given early in 
the spring with few minor defects noted. The Massachusetts Vision 
Tests have been given this fall. Several visual defects were noted, and 
corrections are being made. 


Miss Genevieve Ely, dental hygienist from the Connecticut Valley 
District of Massachusetts Department of Public Health has examined 
the school children for dental caries and has encouraged them to visit 
their family dentist, and to have better dental health. Several children 
have received dental care through the aid of the Cushman Fund, and 
the Kiwanis. 


The clinic for immunization to diphtheria, whooping cough, and 
tetanus was held in the spring at the school. 157 children attended: 
59 were preschool age and 98 were school age. All children who en- 
tered first grade have received the immunization. 


The Well Child Conference for preschool children was held June 
20, 21, 22, with the cooperation and assistance of the Parent Teachers 
Association, parents and other interested people. Dr. John Olson was 
the attending physician. Mrs. Eleanor Eaton was the nutritionist. 125 
children attended, 25 of whom entered school in September. 


In May, children in grades 1 and 2 had the opportunity to receive 
the Salk poliomyelitis vaccine under a program set up by The National 
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' Foundation For Infantile Paralysis. 52 children received their first 
vaccine at that time. This was followed by the second dose of vaccine 
in November. All children who received the first shots, also received 
their second. Two children who entered the Colrain School during the 
year, also received their second vaccine.

SCHOOL PHYSICIAN'S REPORT 


Pupils of the 1st, 4th, and 8th grades were examined in the 
usual manner. Reports of defects were noted and sent to parents. 


Booster injections of triple toxoid were given to all pupils who 
needed them at the time of the regular annual toxoid clinics which 
were held in the first aid room of the school. 


The first injection of Salk Vaccine was given to Ist and 2nd 
graders on May 27th and the second injection was given November 
18th. This was in accordance with the plans to vaccinate all Ist and 
2nd graders against Polio as sponsored by the National Polio Founda- 
tion. 


The general health and nutrition of most of the pupils continues 
to be favorable.
